We began to have our 
troubles. My wife was very religious and did not at- 
tend to her household duties as I thought she sbould. 





’ She was so religious that she would not cook on Satur- 


day.and then she became jealous of the shop girls. 
She would also go down on Sixtb street and talk 
ubout me. Finally sbe declared she wanted a divorce, 
and to return to the old country. I agreed to give ber 
adivorce ard $100,but urged ber to think over the 
matter. At last she made me so much trouble that it 
broke up my shop, and I went to work with Mr. Levy 
on Central avenue. On his advice I coacluded to give 
my wite another trial. Finally, three weeks ago, she 
said, ‘Go see the rabbi. I want adivorce.’ I replied, 
* Very well, sut I want everything settled.’ At last I 
went and sawthe rabbi and he advised me to geta 
divorce. I said I would not do anything until my 
wife was present. 

““When I came home I told ber there were three 
ways: Shecould get a divorce at once, ifsbe would 
stick to me we would live togetber, or sbe could get a 
divorce wben our cbild was boru. She replied that 
sbe wanted a divorce at once, so sbe could go back to 
the old country. This was Sunday, three weeks ago, 
and we went down to the rabbi. 

“ITasked what a divorce would cost, and he said 
$25. I did not have the money then, but went away, 
and wecame back in the evening. I gave him $20. 
He said be could not give us a divorce before Thurs- 
day, and if [did not come then I would lose the $20 
anybow. Tuesday I sent tomy wife, ‘Dress yourself 
and we’ll go down to the rabbi again.’ We didso, and 
I told the raobi, ‘Here’s my wife, and we want a di- 
vorce Thursday.’ I suggested that we talk it over, 
and I told her if she would live with me I'd Jet the $20 
£0. I asked her to say what sue wanted and made the 
same tbree propositions as before. 

“She insisted un a divorce, and declared she wanted 
to go back howe. We leit, and on Thursday morning, 
two weeks ago, between 8 and 9 o’clock, we went to 
the rabbi’s bouse. There were several people there, 
but they left tne room, except the rabbi, while we 
again talked it over. My wife wanted the divorce, 
saying she would leave Friday for bome. She asked 
for ¢90 and I agreed to give ber that and $13 for a ticket. 
Tbe rabbi then said be would not give the divorce 
unless I gave bim ¢5 more. 

“-T shall lose $20 for $59” I asked,and he said: 
"Yes,’ ” 

“He then told me to get a vote from Mr. Levy, my 
employer, sayiog be would be responsible for the $5. 
I refused, and the rabbi said I must give him some- 
thing. I took off my silver watch and chain und 
threw them on the table. The rabbi took them both. 

“Five witnesses were then called in. and the rabbi 
wrote out in Hebrew a divorce, which all the witnesses 
signed. I suppose the paper was kept by the rabbi, 
but am not certain who gotit. I then gave $90 to the 
rabbi and $13 to my wife’s brother. The wiiting cov- 
ered a sheet of paper and said that we could have 
notbing to do with each other and would not live to- 
gether again unless we were married again.’’ 

Erueger, who is a Russian Jew, also claimed that 
the rabbi said that both were free to marry again. 

A reporter visited Rabbi Hillkowitz. He presides

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THE QUEEREST BETS YET. 








The exceptionally droll terms of the wager recently 
won by Harmon at the Stanwix Gotel, in Detroit, by 
holding bis head submerged in the water ot a bath 
tub for 125 seconds without taking air, recalls a num- 
ber of other queer and remarkable feats which bave 
at various times and places been achieved in the con- 
test for wagers, the records of which have been picked 
up here and there from the papers and periodicals ot 
the time, says the Detroit Free Press. 

Pedestrian contests have been perhaps the most 
numerous and varied. Capt. Bartley,a noted pedes- 
trian in the early part of the present century, was the 
pedestrian who first introduced tbe feat that has since 
been so many times attempted, that of walking 1,000 
miles in 1,000 consecutive hours. To do twenty-four 
miles a day for six weeks is a formidable undertaking 
tor any but a trained pedestrian, and quite out of the 
range of possibility for a very large majority. The 
feat had been atteropted several times previous to 1810, 
but Bartley was the first to accomplish it. 

Not less than £100,000 was wagered on the result of 
the contest. The walking occupied forty-one days and 
a few hcurs’ time, from Juael to July 12, and took 
place on Newmarket Course. Though he suffered 
somewhat during the performance, his appetite re- 
mained unaftected, and he finished tolerably fresh in 
the presence of a vast assemblage. This teat has been 
often accomplished since. A »edestrian named Baker 
once walked 1,000 milesin twenty days, fifty miles a 
day, and to show his stamina he accomplished 75 
mites on the last day. 

A chap named Curtis, in Berkshire coumy, Mass., 
for a wager of a horse, ran 5 miles in 41 minutes and 
wound up the race with a jump of 11 feet 6 inches, 

An Englishman named Head won 1.000 guineas: by 


- walking 600 miles in ten days, but the’éxertion so used 


him up that be never walked much afterward, either 
on wagers or otherwise. 

A gentleman at one of the London clubs made a 
wager of £100 that he would stand toran entire day at 
@ point on London Bridge with a tray of gold sov- 
ereigns and offer them at a penny each without 
fluding a purchaser. He won the wager, as the 
passers-by supposed the coins were brass and declined 
to invest. 

The master of the revels ot George 1I. was regarded 
as the ugliest person in the kingdom, as none had 
been found who could successfu:ly contend against 
bim for this distinction. One of tbe noblemen ot the 
court laid a wager that he could produce a person sur. 
passing him in this respect. At the time appointed he 
caused a notoriously bomely fishwoman he had heard 
of tobe brought. who stuvod by the side of the cham- 
Pion. With the approval of the present wearer of the 
belt, the palm was about to be awarded to her when a 
bystander, probably ulso interested in the result of the 
dvcision, suggested that the champion put on the old 
lady’s bonnet in order to make the conditions of the 
contest more equal. 

He did so, when the added ugliness was so emphatic 
and indescribable that the victory was awarded to 
him. 

Tbe wagers made on the speed of potees are so com- 
mon and the terms and conditions so uniformly of a 
commonplace character that they hardly command 
attention on the score of novelty. Donkeys have 
sometimes been put on their speed, aquality that they 
have not been popularly suppos:d to possess. About 
twenty years ago a race (so called) came off on the 
Newmarket course to decide a bet of £100 made by the 
owner of a donkey that he would go 100 milesin 24 
bours. ‘The meek looking little chap not opiy let bis 
master out in good torm, but bad fully three hours to 
spare. 

In Philadelphia, some years ago, agcentleman made 
a wager of 3100 that he could jump initio water e.ght 
feet deep and undress himself complete. Any one 
who has ever made the attempt to remove bis cloth- 
ing after being thoroughly drenched to the skin. even 
when standing on terra firma, with plenty ot room to 
hop around on one leg, will at once realize the d.ffi- 
culty of accomplishing the feat while in deep water. 
However, it was donein the instance noted. Dog 
racing is a species of sport that is not very common in 
the United States, but not rare in England; in 1870, at 
Fenbam Par, Newcastle, Eng., one Perkins matched 
his dog Polly against Davidson's Queen of the Forest, 
torun twenty yards for £50. The latter was the wip, 
ner by a yard. On the same day, at Royal Oak Park, 
Manchester, two dogs ran the same d.stance for £100a 
side. The time in either case is not given. 

After the battle of Gettysburg an officer in command 
of av infantry brigade made a wager with a staff 
officer in the cavalry that more than one-baif the 
muskets captured would be found to have one or more 
charges stillin them. This led to the discovery of a 
very singular fact. At tbat battle 28,000 muskets were 
taken, of which over 18,000 were found to be loaded. 
Some 12,000 contained two loads, and 6,000 bad from 
three to ten loads each. In many instances halfa 
dozen balls were driven in on asingle charge ot pow- 
der, while in not a few instances the former possessor 
bad reversed the usual order, aud put the ball in first,

MIKE McCOOLE. 
{With Portrait.) 

Elsewbere will be found a portrait of Mike McCoole, 
one of the champions of tbe American prize ring, who 
died in the Charity Hospital, New Orleans, on Sun- 
day, Oct. 17. Michael McCoole was born in Ireland 
abont fifty-tour years ago. He came to this country 
when a boy and found work in atannery. Afterward 
he took to steamboating. His first appearance in the 
prize ring was on June 27, 1859, at Twelve Mile Island, 
near Louisviuile, Ky. His opponent was William 
Blake, better known by the nickname of “Dublin 
Tricks.’””’ McCoole beat him easily in 31 minutes, 
This battle gave McCoole a local reputation. His next 
big tignt was with l'om Jennings for $300a side, near 
New Orleans, on May 2, 1860. McCoole bad to walk 
seven miles through the canebrake to the battle 
ground, but in spite of this disadvantege beut Jennings 
badly after fightin ; 37 rounds in 33 minutes. He next 
tought Joe Coburn tor $1,000 a sive. The fight took 
place et Charlestown, Md., in 1863. Coburn proved 
too active for his bulky opponent, and won the day in 
67 rounds, lasting lL hour 10 minutes. For the next 
three years McCoole was but little heard of in pugiiis- 
uc circles, but was eventually dragged into a match 
with William Michael Davis, the California boxer. 
They met at Rhoad’s Point, Mo., for $1,000 a side and 
a belt, fortune favoring McCoole once more, as he 
gained a victory over Davis in 34 rounds in % n@inutes, 
Sept. 19, 1866. 

His next tight was with old Aaron Jones at Busen- 
bark’s Station, on the Hamilton and Dayton Rail- 
road, in August, 1867. Hewhipped Aaron easily in 
3&4 rounds in 3 minutes, punishing him severely. 

McCouole’s last tight was with Allen, near St. Louis, 
in 1873. Allen cut him all to pieces, punched him all 
around the ring, brought bim to his Knees, whipped 
him in w..at was equivalen: to nine rounds, and was 
then rob>ed of the battle money aud the tormal ac- 
kpowledgmert of victory.

her vile names. She told ber husband of the boy’s 
conduct, und he berated Sullivan soundly, and ordered 
him to quit the premises and nevercome hack. The 
boy went away cursing and muttering. 

The next morning Farmer Mott found his thirteen 
cows in his barnyard, each with its tail severed close 
toitsbody. Acorn-cutter, the blade covered with 
blood, lay in the yard. On entering bis barn atter this 
shocking discovery the tarmer found two valuable 
colts hamstrung, and a favorite mare dead, with her 
throat cut.- The poultry house floor was covered with 
dead chickens. No one has any doubt that this tright- 
ful work was done by Orrin Sullivan out of revenge. 
Thecountry is being scoured by searchers after the 
young villain, and it will tare badly with bim if he is 
caught. As yet no trace of t:im has been found.

State °f Ohio, Franklin Cyunty, 83 

Personally appeared befure me Joel F. Skillen, who, 
being first duly sworn, says he resides at No. 84 East 
Town street, Columbus, O.; that he will be seventy 
years of age on Sept. 30, 186 : that he well khows 
Dr. C. R. Montgomery, the late physician ot tbe Obio 
penitentiary: that during the time the doctor was 
physician at the penitentiary he bad an office in 
affiant’s premises, at 8 East Town street; that some 
time during the fall ot the year 1885— affiant cannot now 
more definitely fix the time, as he did not make any 
memorandum of it, he went with Dr. Montgomery to 
the morgue, or deadhouse, at the peniteutiary, where 
he was told by the doctor before going that he (Dr. 
Montgomery) was to make a post-mortem examina- 
tion upon a convict who had just died. AfMfiant says 
that when be and Dr. Montgomery arrived at the 
morgue they tound a dead colored man lying on the 
bench ; that the doctor, in afflanut’s presence and in the 
presence of three or four others, first split the skin of

the body of said colored man from his neck down 
over his chest and abdomen, then he cut the skin 
crosswise at the lower end of the abdomen and then 
stripped it up on either side of the body, throwing it 
over each shoulder; then stripped the skin down from 
each hip.

Afler he had coun- 
cluded the examination of the intestines he then cut 
the skin which had been stripped and laid over the 
shoulaers down the back. and entirely removed the 
same from the right ide of the prisoner's body ana 
put the same in -a ‘baittet,’ which ‘was present there.

Dr. Clemmer the prison physician, made an analysis 
aud states that there is no doubt of the presence 
of corrosive sublimate, as he made two thorough 
tests. and that Dr. F. W. Blake, the chemist of Colum- 
bus Medical College, to whom some of the water was 
submitted for analysis, found the existence of the same 
poisonous metal, but bad not yet had time to designate 
the exact quantity of the poison to a given amount of 
water. 

Regarding the examination being made by Professor 
Howard, a great deal depends upon the resnlt of this 
analysis, and for that reason the examination will be 
made in such @ Manner as to leave not a flaw, The 
statements made in the Dispatch do not put tae case 
in its proper light, but are twisted around about as 
much as they could be. Instead of the tests not hav- 
ing been satisfactory, they have not determined fally 
the presence in the water of corrosive sublimate only 
because they are not yet complete, the time-so far 
having been too short to complete them, as several 
of the reactions and operations are very slow. It 1s 
fully determined, however, that there is mercury 
and chlorine in the water. ‘These elements are those 
composing corrosive sublimate, but the quantities 
found roust be weighed before it can be fully deter- 
mined that they were in that form, as there are two 
vompounds of these elements, As corrosive sublimate, 

bowever, is soluble in water and the other compound 
is ndt, the fact of the former’s presence in the water 
can be taken as established. Professor Howard has 
had two installments ot the water, each containing 
about three ounces, and was not compelled to send tor 
more. The tests, so faras made, are perfecily satis

Foraker trom Dr. W. W. Monroe. a dentist, and one 
ot the leading citizens of Nelsonville. The letter, 
which is given below, establishes beyond a doubt that 
McCoy, the convict, was flayed atter death, and de- 








velops the !mportant fact that Dr. Hanson had a hand 
in the affair. The letter, which explains itself tully, 
is as follows: 


NELSONVILLE, O., Sept. 27. 1886. 
Hon. J. B. Foraker, Governor of Ohio: 

My DEAR S1R—I see by the press that some of the 
statements maje in your speech of the 24th inst. at 
Columbus with reference to the Obio penitentiary are 
being denied. Now what I wish to say is this: While 
Ibave no desire to be mixed up ina public contro. 
versy, J feel it a duty to furnish you with a statement 
made to me by R. W. Hanson, M. D., late assistant in 
the hospital of the Ohio penitentiary, under’ the late 
Democratic rule. Dr. Hanson is now onc of our re- 
spected praeticing physicians. The doctor met me on 


the streets of Nelsonville on last Saturday evening — 


and asked mo if I had been reading tbe investigation 
now being made of the penitentiary. I told biw -L. 
bad. He then tuok from bis pocket a copy of the. 
Ohio State Journal, and said be wished toread mesome 
extracts from your speech and make some correct ions 
of false statements in testimony read by you. Before 
reading he said to me: 

“Now, Doc, I admit that we did do some things 
while we had charge of the penitentiary that were 
wrong, but, while this is the case, they tel] some 
things that are false.” 

He then commenced reading your speech and whien 
he came to the statement witb reference to the Ballard

horse, he said the affidavit was substantially true, that 
Marriott did get the horse and transferred Ballard 
from the foundry to the hospital as stated by Mrs. Bal 

lard. He then said that, so tar as he knew. F. W. Nye 
bad not made any furniture tor the officials, but that, 
in a room connected with the hospital he was in the 
habit of making small cabinets and other fancy art- 
icles for the officials, that he (Hanson) had some such 
articles in his possession. He said that, of his own 
knowledge. Dr. Montgomery had nothing 'to do with 
the skinning of McCoy; that McCoy was under his 
charge in the hospital and that be (Hanson) had 
cbarge of the dend-house; that Nye remarked to him 
that if he bad a piece of McCoy’s skin he wouid. make 
canes of it; that he (Hanson) went to the dead-bouse 
and cut a piece of skin twelve inches square from Mc- 
Coy's back and gave it to Nye, who took it to the shed 
and bung it up to dry, but that they had not used the 
skin; that tbe [ristman was so fat that his skin bad 
dried like an old piece of bacon rind. 

Iv conclusion I wish to say that Dr. Hanson ap- 
peared to make no secret of bis:statement to me, and 
as he has made various statements of the above facts 
to a number of other persons, I bave no doubt but

The Frightful Havoc Wrought 
by a Hurricane at Sabine 
Pass, Texas. 


DEATH BY DROWNING. 


Nearly Two Hundred Human Beings 
Perish in the Storm. 





[Subject of I!lustration. } 

Telegraphic communication with all points outside 
ot Texas was nearly suspended on the night of Oct. 
13, owing to the storms in Louisiana, Arkarsas and 
Indian Territory. The town of Sabine Pass, at the 
wmoutb of the Sabine river, the dividing line between 
Louisiana and Texas, 1s reported entirely washed 
away by the terrific storm of Tuesday nigbt. More 
than fifty lives were lost out of a total population of 
200 persons. All telegraphic communication with the 
town is cut off. Subine Pass is sixty miles up the coast 
from Galveston, and twenty-eight miles southeast of 
Beaumont, tbe county seat of Jefferson couuty. It is 
thought that the bar in front of the town will prevent 
any tugs from landing, and owners there regard it as 
useless to attempt to enter the treacherous channc! 
since the storm. ‘The following account of the disaster 
was telegraphed to Houston: 

News has been received from Sabine Pass of terri- 
ble loss of life and destruction of property in that 
piace from the bigh water. We. have no telegraphic 
communication with Sabine Pass, as the wires are all 
down, but an engine arrived here to-night over the 
East Texas Railway that left there about 6 o’clock. 
Two citizens who rowed in a sma)) boat across an ex- 
panse of tossing waters, a distance of several miles 
frora the town of Sabine to the railroad track, came 
in on ap engine, and gavea heart-rending account of 
the disaster. They say the waters began to invade 
the town from the Gulf and the take at about 2 P. M. 
on Tuesday, and rose with unprecedented rapidity. 
The citizens of the duomed place did not realiz2 the 
imminent danger until it was tow late to escape. 
When safety by fight was recognized as being out of 
the question, the people who were so situated that 
they could do it betook themselves to houses ani 
resorts and adjudged them to be safe. The water kept 
rising, and between 3 and 4 o’clock the smalier houses 
began to yleld to the resistless force of the waves, 
which not only moved them from their toundations, 
but turned them over on their sides and tops. A little 
Jater the larger houses began to give way and death 
by drowning seemed in store for every person fu the 
Place. With the yielding cf the smaller houses seve- 
ral persons who had remained in them were drowned, 
and when the residences and business places began tu 
crumble the fatality began to double. 

The following complete list of the drowned was ob- 
tained from thetwo gentiemen who came in on the 
engine: Miss Mabala Chambers Jim Vondy and fam- 
ily ot six; the wife of Otto Brown and two cbildren: 
Homer King, wife and child; Mrs. Junker and 80D ; 


Mrs. Pomeroy and family of tive: Mrs. Stewart, 4 


daughter and son; a mao by the name of Wilson: 
Mrs, Arthur McReynolds; Mrs. McDonald, daughter 
and grandson; Frank Mulhgan and family ; Colum- 
bus Martin and family, and about twenty-five colored 
persons w hose names could not be learned. 

The above list comprises over fifty human victims 
of the storm, among them some of the leading fami. 
lies of the place. There are others and many of them 
doubtless drowned, without any one now living know- 
ing anything ofit. It is feared that whole families 
in different places have been swept away. {It is said 
that the situation during the ‘latter part of the after- 
noon beggared description. The manifestations of 
terror and agony by the people looking face to tacc 
at death and realizing that there was no escape; the 
dying cries of women, audible, but rendered almost 
noiseless by the roar of the mad sea ; the hoarse voices 
of pallid men trying to save those dear to them, all 
combined, made a scene too horrible to he described. 

On receipt of this news the citizens of Beaumont im- 
mediately began preparations for the reliet of the suf- 
ferers. The East Texas Railway bas placed an engine 
at their disposal, and a party ot men bave gone to pro- 
cure @ boat and start for the scene of the disaster. The 
damage to property is very great. The wharf proper- 
ty of the town was owued by New York capitalists, 
who also own the adjoining lands, and were aiming to 
py Sabine Pass an important port on the Golf 

Two brothers named Pomeroy were picked up by 
the schooner Andrew Baden in Sabine Lake. They 
had been tn the water thirty-six hours clinging to their 
yawl. Their mother and sister and Mrs. Capt. Junker, 
her son, and a little girl of the party were lost. The 
Pomeroys report that fifty lives were lost at the Port- 
er House, where the people had collected as the best 
place ofsafety. It went to pleces at 9o’clock. Many 
pereens are missing. Still greater loss is reported from 
Jobhson's Bayou. Whole families.were swept away. 
Not a house was left standing within five miles of the 
lake. The logs of Property along the Cameron Parish 

Jiull coast and for some distance west of Sabine Pass 
by the storm of Tuesday night was feartul. The mail 
boat from Cumeron Parish reporis that the water at 
Calcasieu Pass was eight feet deep at the lighthouse. 
and that the entire country east and weet was sub- 
merged Tuesday night, drowning thousands of cattle 
and ruining crops. Nu tives were Jost at Leesburg or 
Caicasieu Pass, but the following are reported lost at 
Johnson's Bayou La: The entire families of Alfred 
Lambert, Marion Lukes, George Striever, Charles 
Blanchet, Radford Berry, and two families by the 


name of Franeswar, besides mapy others wb

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FLAMES FROM COMMUNION WIZE.

A score or more of women made an interesting ex- 
posure of the alcoho! ip Communion wine the other 
afternoon. They met in ibe chapel of the Broadway 





; Tabernacle, New York, 21 3 o'clock and began a series 
of experitnueuts to test tue wine usually used tn church. 
comumunions. The secretary of the meeting, which 
was the monthlv gathering of the Woman’s Christian 
Temperance Union, took a small globular glass and 
partially filled it with communion wine, and placed 
it in an iron standard. Beneath it she placed an 
alcohol lamp, and in a few moments the wine was 
bubbling in the glass. Then, igniting a match, sbe set 
fire to the fumes that rose through a glass tube in the 
cork. at ’ 

Instantly a tongue of flame leaped up. There was 
about a gill of wine in the glass and the fiame burned 
full six inches bigh foe nearly five minutes, While it 
was burning. the secretary, Miss Julia Colman, ex- 
plained that she had purchased tbe wine at a large 
grocery store, wbere communion wines were com- 
monly sold. she bad asked the proprietor what 
wines were most used for this purpose, and the 
answer was, ‘* Port and sherry.” She bought a bottle 
of the sherry, and it was this wine that was used in 
the experiment. Miss Colman then filled the phial 
with unfermented wine, which is grape juice without 
w .ter or sugar, and tested that in tue same way, but 
there was no flame when a burning matcb was held 
in the fumes. Other unfermented wines were also 
tested with the same result.

The report of the 
revolver awakened Willlams. but he had been fll for 
some time and was unable to pursue the murderer. 
Two men sieeping in an adjpining room were also 
awakened, and they tminediately went to the room 
after proctring a light. As they entered a most re- 
volting scene met their eyes. ‘Tbe young bride lay 
motiouless on the bed, blood streaming from her fore- 
bead and her brains protruding from the wound. The 
bullet had qniered just above the right eye, and that 
organ hadeen forced from its socket ‘and was hang- 
ing by a cord upon her cheek. 

Themes immediately made search for the murderer, 
but could fied no trace of bim, and he ts still at large. 
No possible motive canbe assigned fur the deed, ex- 
cept that sume disappointed former lover of the bride 
took this means of revenge. Mrs. Williams, before 
her marriage, was the belle of tue county and bore an 
irreproacbable character. The couple, who were 
children of wealthy and respected tarmers, had been 
married but two months.

ATTACKED BY A MOB. 


Gottfried Waller, Who Testified Against the Anarch- 
ists, Has a Close Call. 





The first demonstration of a violeat nature indulged 
in by the Soctalistic element at Chicago since the can- 
viction of Spies, Parsons, et al. was made the otber 
night, and was directed against Gottfried Waller, whu 
was an important witness for the prosecution in the 
late trial Waller, it will be remembered, was an 
anarchist of a mild type and a member of several So- 
cialistic organizations, who fell into the bands of the 
police after the Haymarket riot. He disclosed to the 
autborities all he knew concerning the plots and 
plans of the conspirators and gave material testimony 
toward their conviction. Four this he has been sub- 
jected to endless persecution at the hands of anarchist 
sympathizers, 89 much s» that he bas been three times 
compelled to change his residence, his present abode 
being on Sedgwick street. About 9:30 o’clock he went 
into a saloon at No. 105 Wells street, known as the 


‘Garden City House, and kept by Alfred Stierlan. This 
place before the riot was kept by Franc Herzog. 


It wasthe hotbed and recognized headquarters of 
Swiss Socialism on the North side. Herzog Hed the 
city after the massacre, in time to escape arrest, and 
the saloon passed into the bands of Stierlan. When 
Waller entered the place it contained about twenty 
men in more or less advanced stages of intoxication. 
The new-comer was at first given the cold shoulder, 
but soon angry glances were directed toward him and 
the epithets of “Spy!” “Traitor !’ “Coward !" were 
buried at bim. Then the whole gang made a simul- 


taneous rush at bim and Waller retreated to the. 


street. He was there seized by the throat by one of 
his ,,ursuers, but managed to break loose. THe fled in 
the direction of Chicago avenue, followed by the mob, 
whose pumbers were increased by hundreds of men 
emerging from saloons along the street. At the corner 
ot Chicago avenue he was again overtaken, when he 
drew his revolver and fired several shots, at the same 
time continuing his retreat in the Girecuon of the 
Chicago avenue police station. His enemies, with a 
wholesome respect for Capt. Schaack’s officers, gave 
up the pursuit. ‘Woller reported the aftair at the sta- 
tion and policemen were sent out to arrest the leaders 
ofthe mob, but did not capture any. On account of the 
persistent persecution of which he 1s the object, 
Waller announced his determination to return to Ger- 
many and remain there until the excitement over the 
Anarchist troubles shall have subsided. How much 
execution Waller did in the mob with his revolver 
could not be ascertained, but it was reported that one 
man was wounded in the shoulder and burried out of 
sight by his friends. Adolph Hauser found a bullet in 
his clothing. The Jo:ver part of his face ‘was also 
burned with powder, showing that he must have been 
very close tu Waller’s pistol.

Bob Winston, ex-Enzgiish atblete, was born in. the 
parish of Fulham, London, Eng., Aug. 5, 1847. He 
stands 5 feet 3!z inche3, and 1n condition weighs 108 
pounds. He first eppear:d as an athlete on Good 
Friday, in 1862, as “Springett’s boy,” when he won a 
mile handicap run, off the 150-yard mark, at Wands- 
worth Common, Eng. July 10 he ran second in a half- 
mile run near London, Eng.- Sept. 12, 1863, he defeated 
Frank Parsons in a half-mile run at the Old Bromp- 
ton grounds, London, for £25 aside. Dec. 26, 1864, he 
won a mile handicap ran at the Brompton grounds, 
J.ondon, against a field of twenty-five competitors. 
Ov Good Friday, 1865, he won a 2-mile walking handi- 
cap, on the 200 yard mark, at the Hackney Wick, 
London. He next won a 1,00) yard run at the Star 
grounds, Fulham. Same place be ran second in a mile 
bandicap, beating Blower Brown and George Tupley. 
July 15, 1866, he was beaten by Jack Manning in a bare 
knuckle fight in 27 rounds, lasting 58 minutes, near 
London, for £10, June 25, 1875, was defeated by George 
Stephenson in a mile run for £25 a@ side at Lillie 
Bridge grounds, London. Time, 4 minutes 45 seconds. 
July 8he beat Blower Brown in a mile run at Star 
grounds, Fulham, Loudon, for £20, but in October of 
the same year B!ower Bro vn beat bim in a 2-mile run 
tor £20.

Lemuel McGregor, known among pugilists as the 
“St. Joe Kid,’ aad Tom Reilly of Franklin met and fought a hard 
battle at Hamilton, 0., Oct. 13. The tight took place: in -a 20-foot 
ring in front of the staging of the Globe Opera House, Two 
ounce kid mits were uscl in the fight. In the four- 
teenth round the “Kid” scored the only knock down of the fight, 
flooring Reilly in his own corner. The latter slowly regained his 
feet, and the “Kid” made a vicious lurge at his head, but failed to 
land effectively. Reilly immediately clinched him, and’ the men 
were held in chancery for several moments. The ‘‘Kid" expressed 
a willingness to break away, but Reilly refused to obey the referce's 
command, and the fight was awarded to the ‘St. Joe Kid" on a 
foul. The fight was a desperate one throughout, and much pun- 
ishment was inflicted on both sides. Reilly was a thoroughly 
beaten man.

At Chicago, on Oct. 16, there was a desperate prize 
ring encounter between Charley Reed of Buffalo, a 165 pound pugil- 
ist, and John Brindy of Omaha, who weigns 170 pounds. Reed 
was backed by a well-known Board of Traie man, while stock 
yards men were behind Brindy. The stakes were $250 a side, and 
the battle, which lasted through 33 rounds and 2 hours and 10 mia- 
utes, 1s said to have been one of the most desperate that bas ever 
been fought in this vicinity, the gloves used, being of the skin 
variety. The first ten or twelve rounds were rather tame. the men 
being wary and feeling each other, hut after that thcy went at it 
hammer and tongs. Reed was nearly knocked out twice in the 
twenty-first and twenty-fifth rounds, but came to both times in 9 
seconds, and though groggy gamely continued the battle. In the 
thirty-third round buth men came up very weak, Reed being a 
tritie the stronger of the two. But little damage was done in the 
early part of the round, but finally, Reed, feinting with his right 
hand, caught Brindy a terrific left-handed upper-cut on the chin, 
knocking him inw the ropes, against which he leaned for a moment 
and then fell heavily in the middle of the ring. Both men were 
badly punished. and had to be taken away from the scene of action 
in carriages. The sides and ceiling of the room in which they 
fought were spattered with blood. 


Ryan went into strict training at Chicago on Oct. 14, 
for his coming match with Sullivan, and seems to grow more confi- 
dent with every day that passes. 

“I'll be in befter shape by Nov. 15 than the big fellow ever saw 
mein. If he thinks he’s going to have a picnic to gct away with 
me this time. he is mistaken. I shall leave here on or about Nov. 3 
for San Francisco. As Parson Davies says he is going about the 
same time, I presume we wil! go together.”

The latter promised that Ryan should be 
given the first chance, and on Oct. 11 articles were signed for a glove 
contest to take place on the Pacific Slope as follows: Articles of 
agreement entered into at the office of the Sporting and Theatri- 
cal Journal, Chicago, Ill., this 1th day of October, 1886, between 
John. L. Sullivan, of Boston, champion pugilist of the world, and 
Paddy Ryan, of Chicago, ex-champion of the worli, witnesseth :

"he portrait which heads our baseball column this 
week, is that of the well-known umpire John J. 
Dailey, who was born in this city Oct. 26, 1855, and 
whose career a8 a ball player dates back to 1873, when 
he made his debut with the Nassau Club, of Brooklyn, 
with whom be remained two seasons. His first pro- 
tessional cogagement was witb the Washington D.C. 
club 1n 1875. He played sbort stop tor them that year 
until June 20, when they disbanded in S:. Louis, and 
then he finished the season with the Louisvilles. 
Dailey started in upon the season of 1876 with tbe 
Crickets ot Binghamton, but finished the season with 
the Raode Island club, of Providence. In 1877 and 
1878 he played with the Manchesters, of New [lamp 
shire. and led the short stops of the International 
Assucia ion. He played in the famous twenty-four 
inping game, in Boston, May Hl, 1577, between the 
Manchesters and Harvard college bors. His last pro- 
tessional engazement was in 1879, when he played 
with the Utiea club until they disbanded, then he re- 
tired from the arena until 1882, when he was appointed 
an umpire by the National League, and filled that 
Important position with credit, giving satisfaction to 
all. In 1883 and 1891 be was one of the staft of Ameri- 
can Association umpires. While umpiring a game in 
Brooklyn during the season of 1883, he met with 
r uher a serious accident, having bis jaw broken by a 
shacp foul tip. In 1875 he played short stop and man- 
aged the Wiikesbarre club. Atthe beginning of the 
season which has just closed, Dailey was appuinted an 
umptre in the New England League, but as he was 
offered more money to umpire in the Eastern League 
he resigned from tbe former and finished the season 
with the latter,
